Despite protest from two council 
members, City Council last week 
approved almost intact an approxi- 
mate $6 million budget to operate 
the city during the 1982-83 fiscal 
year. 


DetRo to seek 
site change? 

DetRo Recovery officials 
apparently are having a 
change of heart on where to 
build their proposed sludge 
plant. City officials said to- 
day that DetRo representa- 
tives will come before the 
Planning Commission and 
ask for a new site to build 
upon. 

Detro originally said it 
woudl build on a parcel im- 
mediately east of City Hall on 
Goddard Rd., north of the 
faetropoutan Airport. Now 
they are asking for a parcel of 
land located on Goddard and 
Vining , adjacent to the Salva- 
tion Army Building. 

That area is zoned M-2 and 
may be sued for general in- 
dustry. 

Police hosts 
* Open House' 

To commemorate their 
first anniversary, the Romu- 
lus Police Department will 
host an ‘Open House” on Fri- 
day between the hours of 4 
p.m. and 9 p.m. 

The local police depart- 
ment was created after the 
Wayne County Sheriffs Pat- 
rol was disbanded last year 
by the county commissioners 
because of a lack of funds.

Mayor William Oakley, who had 
earlier labeled the budget as “sta- 
tus quo” had offered little frills and 
no fat in preparing the budget. 

The budget is based on raising 
appropriations through a 10.65 mil- 
age rate which opponents say 
violates the City Charter. The City 
Charter has a 10-mill cap. (A mill is 
$1 for each $1,000 of assessed prop- 
erty value.) 

The 10.65 levy is broken down as 
follows: 9.2 mills for general oper- 
ation; 0.4 for People Community 
Hospital Authority; .7 mill for 
sanitation and .35 mill for a special 
drain assessment (Blakely Drain). 
Under a court order, the city must 
pay for a drain study in the Blakely 
Drain Improvement District, a 
directive which has stirred much 
controversy. 

The question council and city offi- 
cials are attempting to resolve is — 
Is the assessment an at-large levy; 
thereby forcing all residents to pay 
the assessment — or is the assess- 
ment for those who would have be- 
nefited from the Blakely Drain im- 
provements? 

The city has asked for a legal in- 
terpretation of the court’s order. 

Lewkowicz said he voted against 
the Mayor’s budget because he 
didn’t have enough “factual in- 
formation” on it. 

* First of all , ” Lewkowicz said , 4 ‘I 
voted against the budget because it 
is not factual. . .the information 
coming from the state is not a con- 
stant. The economy and the state 
aid figures are very unpredictable 
and I believe we are on shaky 
grounds with this budget. 

•Also, there is a water and sewer 
fund that is being investigated by 
the State Treasury Department’s 
Audit Division which is incomplete 
and therefore projections may 
change with their (the investiga- 
tors’) findings. I have some grave 
reservations about the budget.” 

Raspberry said he voted against 
the budget “because I believe it 
violates Article 11, Section 11.1 of 
the City Charter.” That article 
points out the millage rate limita- 
tion. 

“And I believe that the Headlee 
Amendment states that if a munici- 
pality is going to levy more than 
what it is levying, by law it must ask 
the citizens’ permission — that is, 
for a vote.” 

Raspberry went on to say, “The 
people of Romulus should not have 
to shoulder the burden of con- 
tinuous high taxes when we have so 
many unemployed and so many 
who are just downright poor out 
there. In the last two years the SEV 
(State Equalized Valuation) of city

Romulus school officials fear fis- 
cal disaster after voters Monday 
turned down, for the second time in 
nearly two months, an 8.50 millage 
renewal request labeled as “crucial 
to the school district’s survival.” 


Voters rejected the levy 1,367 — 
1,193. School officials say they don t 
know where they will go from here. 

Romulus schools levy 36.15 mills 
( a mill is $1 for each $1 ,000 of asses- 
sed property value) ; however, with

‘Super Sewer ’ 

Turn on... or turn off? 
Talks decide project's fate 


It’s time to put up or shut up about 
the 4 ‘Super Sewer”, it seems. 

A major regional conference of 
municipal and township officials 
was scheduled for 9:30 a. m. today 
at the Woodhaven City Hall to dis- 
cuss the project, which is designed 
to provide wastewater disposal ser- 
vice for about 20 communities. 

Local communities involved are 
Huron, Van Buren and Canton 
townships, along with the cities of 
Romulus and Plymouth. 

Other area cities & townships in- 
volved in the nearly $500,000 million 
project include: Brownstown 
Township, Commerce Township, 
Fiat Rock, Gibraltar, Livonia, City 
of Northville, Northville Township, 
Novi, Plymouth Township, Rock- 
wood, South Rockwood, Walled 
Lake, Wixom and Woodhaven. 

Duane R Egeland, deputy man- 
aging director and director of en- 
gineering for the Wayne County 


Public Works, emphasized the im- 
portance of the meeting, as well as 
theYieed for a final decision on “Su- 
per Sewer.” He described the con- 
ference as “possibly the last oppor- 
tunity western and southern Wayne 
County Communities may have to 
implement a cost-effective regional 
system because of the recent huge 
cutbacks in federal funding of 
wastewater treatment projects.”

the loss of the 8.5 mills, the schools 
would have to cut back and levy 
27.65 mills The 8.5 mills generated 
approximately $2.5 million of the 
approximate $15.5 million budget. 

However, the loss of the renewal 
millage will have a disastrous 
effect on the school district* s state 
aid. 

We could lose approximately $4 
million, about $V/ 2 million of that in 
state aid because of Monday’s de- 
feat,” Supt. of Schools William Be- 
dell pointed out. “We re in shock 
around here, and we haven’t fully 
recovered from the impact of the 
vote. 

“I don’t think people realize that 
there may not be any school come 
this fall . . or there could be half-day 
sessions, but, at this point, the state 
board of education won’t permit 
that.” 

Did the board s vote to close Be- 
verly Elementary and Mt. Pleasant 
schools come back and haunt the 
school district? 

“That partially,” Supt. Bedell 
said, “It helped, but even though we 
haven’t been able to really digest 
the results as yet, we feel that the 
overriding factor in Monday’s loss 
was the absentee ballot.” 

Of the 341 absentee ballots cast, 
254 voters rejected the renewal, 
while only 87 were for the proposal. 
Precincts that supported the pas- 
sage of the renewal included the 
2nd, 4th. 10th, 12, 14th, 16th and 17th. 

Residents living in the Beverly 
and Mt. Pleasant attendance areas 
again chose to vote against the 
proposal. 

School officials are also in a 
dilemma because they can’t try for 
the renewal in the immediate -fu- 
ture. State law prohibits them from 
placing it on the ballot during a 
state primary. 

“We re going to have to give this 
some serious thought,” Dr. Bedell 
said “We realize that many are un- 
employed and times are rough, but 
we re now talking about a fiscal cri- 
sis in our schools that could close 
down the entire school system with- 
in the next few months.” 
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No surprises in school board elections 


The three successful candidates 
to the Romulus School Board may 
feel like winners, but after the vo- 
ters in the school district turned 
down an 8.5 mill renewal request, 
they’ll have their w'ork cut out for 
them. 

One of the victors on Monday was 
Kenneth Berlinn, who was over- 
whelmingly elected to a 2-year 
term. He piled up 942 votes No new- 
comer, Berlinn has served on the 
board this past year as an 
appointee. 

The two other successful candi- 
dates are: Mary King and Ed Wil- 
kerson. 

Mr. King tallied 1.407 votes while 
Wilkerson got 1,154 to beat out the

field for the two 4-year terms avail- 
able on the board 
Former Board member Jack 
Bath ran third with 1,062 votes. 

In the race for the 2-year term, 
Ruth Johnson received 463 votes; 
James Shelton had 538 and Joseph 
Witherow polled 390. 

Berlinn told his supporters that 
the “w f ork ahead of us is a long and 
hard one. I w r ant to thank you all for 
supporting me. but we must now un- 
ite to help make this school district 
the best in the state ’ 


Mrs. King w'as very pleased with 
the outcome of the election, but 
“very disappointed at the millage 
vote ” 

*‘111 do my best to serve the chil- 
dren and 1 w f ant to thank all the peo- 
ple who have confidence in me.” 
Mrs. King said. I want to work to 
provide the best programs we can 
offer for all our children 
Both Wilkerson and Mrs King 
have worked laboriously on several 
projects to help the schools and chil- 
dren in the school district 


In the meantime, over in the 
Huron Community School District, 
incumbent George Angel lost his 
bid for re-election in a race that put 
Jackie Dreganski and newcomer 
Ronald Tabor into office. 

Tabor, a Huron Township em- 
ployee, received 344 votes, while 
Dregansky. who was finishing up a 
term left vacant after ex-board 
president Jim Umin’s resignation, 
placed second with 335 votes Both 
successful candidates will serve for 
4 years 

Angel had 279 votes and Diane 
Kemeny piled up 258 votes in a 
school district whose rolls list 
approximately 3.800 registered vo- 
ters

(Continued from Page 1-A) 
property has increased by 35.9 per- 
centage and that’s ridiculous.” 

City Treasurer Bev McAnally felt 
that the Mayor’s budget was “tech- 
nically good and was one of the bet- 
ter budgets offered the city in re- 
cent years.

Welty says recall petitions 
mislead Van Buren voters 


One of five members of the Van 
Buren Township Board targeted for 
recall today lashed out at his critics 
and presented his side of the story. 

“The allegations set forth on the 
recall petitions against me are mis- 
leading and based on false informa- 
tion,” said Tom Welty. township 
treasurer. “And I believe the people 
of this community will prove me 
right.’’ 

Welty, township clerk Doreen 
Craven, trustees Tim Toohey and 
Chester Wojie along with the 
township supervisor Patricia Cullin 
will face a recall election on August 
10 . 

The recall group feels that the 


five elected officials were delin- 
quent in carrying out their duties 
when they hired controversial 
Richard Debs as a patrolman, then 
later promoted him to the rank of 
police commander. The group feels 
that the officials violated Public Act 
203. 

Welty however points out “that 
Public Act 203 requires no mini- 
mum employment standards for a 
Police Commander. The former 
Police Commander s qualifications 
and background were investigated 
by the then Police Chief George 
Montgomery, prior to approval of 
hiring of the former Police Com- 
mander as a policeman.’’ 


Welty went on to say that the for- 
mer Police Commander resigned 
prior to the circulation of recall 
petitions against him.” The 
township is responsible for unli- 
mited liability for the actions of all 
members of the Police Depart- 
ment,” he said 

The second charge the recall 
group has levied is that the 
township has not monitored the loc- 
al landfill and to that charge Welty 
says: “Control, operation and 
monitoring of the Wayne Disposal 
Landfill is under the jurisdiction of 
the Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources and the Wayne Coun- 
ty Health Department

Romulus man pleads guilty to tax fraud 


United States Attorney Leonard 
R. Gilman announced today that 
James McCain, 47. a Romulus man 
who prepared federal tax returns 
for others, pleaded guilty in U.S. 
District Court to one count of aiding 
in the preparation of a false and 
fraudulent income tax return and 
one count of fraudulently receiving, 
forging and negotiating a federal 
tax refund check. 

Gilman stated that McCain faces 


a possible four years in prison and a 
$6,000 fine. He will be sentenced in 
approximately six weeks pending a 
report from the U.S. Probation De- 
partment requested by U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Robert E. De- 
Mascio. 

McCain was indicted May 4, 1982, 
on 12 tax-related violations. The in- 
dictment contained nine counts of 
wilfully aiding and assisting in the 


preparation of false federal income 
tax returns and three counts of 
fraudulently receiving and nego- 
tiating taxpayer’s refund checks. 
The remaining charges will be dis- 
missed at the time of sentencing. 

McCain, in the interim, is free on 
a $5,000 personal bond. 

In 1974, McCain faced similar 
charges. He pleaded guilty then to a 
charge of aiding in the preparation 
of a false return. He was sentenced 


to three years probation and fined 
$500 with an admonishment from 
the court not to engage in tax return 
preparation. 

The case was investigated by Spe- 
cial Agents of the Internal Revenue 
Service, Criminal Investigation Di- 
vision, and agents of the U.S. Secret 
Service. It was presented to the 
court by Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Richard Delonis.

County medical examiner has mystery to solve 


Local police have on their hands 
two unrelated violent deaths to 
solve. 

The Wayne County Medical Ex- 
aminer said today that it will try to 
determine the cause of death of a 
man whose remains were found this 
week in an expressway ditch near 
1-275 in Van Buren Township. 

“It is difficult to say at this point, 
but we will try to reconstruct the 
skeleton of the remains of the vic- 
tim as best we can to determine the 
cause of death,” a WCME spokes- 
man said. 


According to Van Buren police, a 
30-year-old Taylor man discovered 
the remains in the ditch at 1-275 and 
Ecorse while searching for beer 
cans and pop bottles. The man 
asked police not to identify him. 

Police said that the body may 
have been in the ditch for at least 
two years and that the victim had 
been dressed in blue jeans. Police 
said that strands of the man’s hair 
were also found and they indicated 
the victim to be a white male. 

No other identification was avail- 


able. 

In an unrelated incident, a Belle- 
ville man lost his life in an auto mis- 
hap on Saturday near Mt. Clemens 
when the vehicle he was driving 
apparently ran off the road and 
crashed into a nearby tree. 

The fatality occurred in Armada 
Township and township officials 
said they didn’t have '‘very much 
on the crash.” 

The victim was identified as Basil 
Vincent Bell, of 24375 Bohn. Police 
said that the victim was alive at the 


scene, however, he was pronounced 
dead en route to the hospital. 

State Police also could not offer 


much information on the cause of 
the accident. They point out that 
there were no skid marks or “other 


evidence that the victim had tried to 
avoid the tree. ’ The tree is situated 
on a curve in the road 


Park sticker ’ law revised 


A rewritten park-sticker’ resolu- 
tion requiring purchase of either 
daily or annual stickers to play in 
the county parks was approved by 
the Ways and Means Committee 
Thursday and will be sent on to the 
full board of County Commissioners 
for further action. 

The original resolution by Com- 
missioner Kay Beard of Inkster/ 
Dearborn Heights, called for a $10 
annual sticker to park in the park 
and a $25 fine for violators. Her new 
resolution establishes a $1.00 daily 
or $10 annual “admission fee” with 
25 percent of each to be used by the 
Park Board of Trustees for mainte- 
nance and the balance to the coun- 
ty’s general fund.

Layoffs cancelled, 
tax increase sought i 


The Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners has cancelled layoffs of 
650 to 700 employees and instead 
will ask for a one-mill tax increase 
on the August primary election bal- 
lot to eliminate a projected $16.7 
million deficit. 


According to County officials, if 
the ballot proposal succeeds it 
would be basis for borrowing on 
anticipated tax revenue with per- 
mission from the State Municipal 
Finance Commission. The borrow 
would finance County operations 
through end of the current fiscal 
year. Nov. 30, to prevent delayed 
pay for employees and vendors. 


For homeowners, the one-mill 
assessment proposed for one year 
only would mean a dollar more for 
each $1000 of property valuation 
The County would collect about 
$18.2 million. 

In rescinding the layoffs, a deci- 
sion made during their meeting on 
June 10, several commissioners 


Micro-computer course offered at WCCC 


argued that the County work force 
essential for provision of public ser- 
vices is “already cut to the bone.’’ 
During hearings two weeks ago, 
County department and agency 
heads all said that further reduc- 
tions would force their functions be- 
low minimum levels of acceptable 
service. 

County Clerk James R. Killeen 
threatened to shut down divisions of 
his office which provide birth and 
death certificates, marriage 
licenses, gun permits and assumed 
names for titles of business firms. 
Also, both Sheriff William Lucas 
and Prosecutor William L. Cahalan 
filed lawsuits to prevent cuts in 
their staff, and County Corporation 
Counsel George Cross said further 
cuts in his department would im- 
pede ability to defend against the 
suits from Lucas and Cahalan. 

The layoffs were planned for June 
14 and were to remain in effect at 
least until December and would 
have closed the D. J. Mealy Youth 
Home for one year. The Youth 
Home houses non-criminal neg- 
lected and abused children. 


The report projected unexpected 
expenditures amounting to $11.1 
million and a revenue shortfall of 
$5.6 million. In labor relations nego- 
tiating, the Board had hoped to win 
some $1 1 .4 million in employee con- 
cessions this year, and carry over 
$4.5 million for elimination next 
year. 


The labor relations negotiating 
team unsuccessfully sought a waiv- 
er of cost-of-living-adjustments 
(COLA) or salary amounting 
all together to $3600 per employee in 
this fiscal year and the first quarter 
of the next fiscal year.

First proposed by a special finan- 
cial study group whose recom- 
mendations were adopted in turn by 
the commissioners’ Financial Cri-

HALF A TOOTH 
BETTER THAN NONE 


Sometimes the dentist con 
save only port of a tooth 
(usuolly o molar)becouse of 
extreme bone loss or o vertic- 
al fracture involving half the 
tooth. Half a tooth, however, 
is better than none. The den- 
tist con divide the molar in 
half vertically ond surgically 
remove the one or two dam- 
aged roots of the weak half 
and save the undomoged, 
strong half with root canal 
therapy. This is called a he- 
misection. 

Occasionally, on infected 
root is surgically removed 
without damaging the crown 
port of the tooth. This is parti- 
cularly advantageous when 
there is a cop on the tooth and 
he mi sec ting it would involve 
cutting through or destroying 


an otherwise good restora- 
tion, or if the tooth is healthy 
a,nd in good contact with the 
adjacent teeth. In those situa- 
tions, rather than hemisect, 
the tissue along side the roots 
is bisected (lifted and turned), 
ond the infected root is found 
and removed. Root canal 
therapy is always done on the 
remaining root or roots. If 
there is ever a choice of saving 
a tooth (even holf a tooth), by 
oil means, save it!

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Compromise is key 


to budget dilemma 

The art of compromise is not something that comes easy for 
politicians in the City of Westland or in many other communities. 
Many times political differences have been allowed to simmer 
on a back burner, rather than be put to rest for the betterment of 
the community. 

Those differences have surfaced again in the City, with mem- 
bers of the City Council and the Mayor wrangling over the 
community 's 1983 budget, a budget that shows a streak of crea- 
tive management, on the part of both the mayor and council, 
needed for the city to survive the current economic upheaval. 

In jockeying for positions prior to last week’s vote on the 
budget, the mayor and council came out at odds over whether or 
not there would be a tax increase. Testing the waters at a Truth 
in Taxation public hearing last month, the council perceived the 
mood of residents as being no new taxes, a stand a majority of 
the legislative body had taken in resolution earlier in the year. 

The mayor, however, in announcing his budget, favored cap- 
turing half of the tax increase allowed the community under the 
Headlee Amendment. While he had at first proposed 7.50 mills 
for operation of the city, final adjustments once state revenue 
figures became available raised that amount to 7.66 mills. He 
sought to capture a portion of the new revenue to minimize the 
effect of a $600,000 deficit on city services. 

Members of the council compromised their stand on no tax 
increase last week, by levying 7.31 mills for operations, the 
lowest in the city’s 16-year history, and a bone of contention has 
developed between the mayor and the council between the two 
levies, which works out to a $9 difference for the average tax- 
payer. The mayor would like the $207,000 that $9 per average 
taxpayer will generate, claiming he would be able to fill the 11 
positions eliminated in the 1983 budget, positions that include 
two police officers and two fire fighters. 

Convinced that his way is what the people would favor, the 
mayor has vetoed the budget. 

We must laud both the Mayor and the City Council for the 
creativity shown in the new budget. It is apparent that both 
parties had the good of the city at heart, that they cared about 
what would happen to it, its employees and the residents, if they 
had not taken the steps necessary to put the city on an even keel . 

However, we must question the mayor’s decision to veto the 
budget. There is little hope that three members of the six coun- 
cilmen who voted for the budget will be swayed to see things his 
way, so his veto is more an exercise in futility. 

Furtherrriore, we cannot fathom how $207,000 can be sliced 11 
ways for 1 1 employees, especially when estimates exceed $40,000 
• to train, equip and put just one police officer on the street. 
Councilman Kenneth Mehl last week stated that the dispute 
will be construed as another "political hassle" and that the 
council will be "accused of not working with the mayor.” We 
think just the opposite is true in this instance. While the council 
compromised on its no tax increase stand, the mayor has re-' 
mained firm. He has taken the position that, in the case of the 
budget, it must be his way and his way only." 

We disagree. That attitude is not in' the best interests of the 
city, and it would behoove the mayor to reconsider his decision. 
The budget, as approved last week, should be allowed to do the 
job it was designed to do— politics aside.

There’s something almost sinfully 
charismatic about Senate Majority 
Leader William Faust. You meet 
him for the first time, as a total stran- 
ger, and you come away feeling he is 
your friend. That is indeed rare, but 
the chairsma is definitely there. 

It was there last Friday noon when 
many prominent area Demo- 
crats gathered to hear Faust 
announce that he would seek re- 
election to the Senate from the 12th 
district. There were hints that the 
distinguished man in the wheelchair 
would retire from the political arena. 

But, although many of his col- 
leagues are openly vulnerable in this

The apocalypse of the ailing eco- 
nomy and the absurdity of the deep- 
ing depression, which has left 
thousands of the state’s residents un- 
employed, and millions more looking 
for jobs across the country, has con- 
vinced Faust "that experience lead- 
ership is needed more than ever in 
Lansing.” 

If that experience is of Faust's fi- 
ber, then we wholeheartedly agree. 
Considered to be among the best 
legislators in this state, FauSt was 
the recipient of the Michigan 
Citizens' Lobby’s "Legislator of the 
Year" Award in 1980, He has spon- 
sored and has successfully seen laws 
enacted that prohibit offshore oil and 
gas drilling in the Great Lakes and 
leads the fight for comprehesive leg- 
islation that would regulate surface 
coal mining.

FOCUS Hope - feeding the hungry 


FOCUS: Hope will have a new 
distribution center on the Wayne 
County General Hospital grounds 
shortly, thanks to emergency ac- 
tion by the county board of com mis- 
sioners Thursday. 

The three-story former commis- 
sary located conveniently near a 
rail spur is being cleared of hospital 
supplies and equipment and it is ex- 
pected the first floor will be avail- 
able Sept 1, according to Commis- 
sioner Norbert Wisniewski, a mem- 
ber of the Board of Institutions and 
the Human Resources Committee 

Members of the committee 
chaired by Arthur B Blackwell, 
watched a video presentation ear- 
lier in the week provided by Father 
William Cunningham whose lead- 
ership in the FOCUS: Hope food 
programs has drawn literally 
thousands of volunteers across the 


nation. 

Father Cunningham said focus ; 
hope is a vital program that will 
bring many benefits to the low- 
income, elderly and handicapped 
residents. Hunger, malnutrition, 
and the general array of related 
health problems brought on by the 
lack of adequate food is the thrust of 
this program, ” he explained. 

FOCUS. Hope, like Wayne-Metro 
CDSA, is a non-profit organization 
which provides as only part of its 
services, food to the needy house- 
holds. 

“The history of this agency has 
been well documented,” Father 
Cunningham said. ‘Currently, the 
agency is serving more than 45.000 
Wayne County residents with food 
stuffs prescribed by a medical 
physician This operation,” he con- 
tinued. “has a pressing need to ex- 


pand into western parts of the coun- 
ty because the long distances be- 
tween present facilities and the 
additional needy in out-county is a 
terrible restriction.” 

The commodities program-only 
a part of FOCUS: Hope — is spon- 
sored by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and will in- 
clude passing out some 184,800 
pounds of cheese. In helping to de- 
scribe the program, Luther J. Fla- 
nagan, executive director of the 
Wayne-Metropolitan Community 
Services Agency, said his biggest 
problem, now, is to determine how 
much space all that cheese will re- 
quire. 

Wayne-Metro is also providing 
food commodities to low-income 
families, but the difference is that 
Wayne-Metro’s distribution is not 
based upon medical doctors’ pre- 


scriptions. The State of Michigan 
has designated the Community Ac- 
tion Agencies as the distributors of 
the surplus food commodities 
stored by USDA in warehouses 
around the nation. 

To date, Wayne-Metro has distri- 
buted approximately 110,000 
pounds of cheese to Wayne County 
residents. Flanagan said more that 
43 public and private agencies and 
organizations have formal con- 
tracts with Wayne-Metro to pass 
out this food on a voluntary basis. 

The two agencies. FOCUS: Hope 
and Wayne-Metro, have agreed to 
provide adequate maintenance, 
security, insurance, and manpower 
for the commissary building in ex- 
change for use of the structure. Fla- 
nagan said the county would also be 
insured against any liability arising 
from the operation.

Dogs can be

William was attacked by a dog. 
He was attacked in February. 
William had 26 stitches put into 
the right side of his face. He was 
hospitalized for five days in Gar- 
den City Hospital. My son has got 
physical and mental damage 
over a dog, that is permanent. 

It’s not fair if someone was to 
cut someone and do that much 
damage. They would be put in 
prison . In my opinion , the owners 
of all these mean and vicious 
dogs should be responsible for 
these dogs. And should be 
punished . No one or anything has 
the right to damage a child for 
life. 

There are two people at fault. 

First , the owners of dogs . They 
abuse and mistreat dogs for the 
purpose of protection. They do 
not keep their dogs in proper 
boundaries according to their 
size. They allow their dog to run 
free And'most of the dogs are not 
fed and watered properly. 

The second at fault is the city. 

They do not enforce strict 
enough laws. There are too many 
dogs running loose. And if and 
when they catch a dog. they 
issue a warning. The second time 
they go to court To pay a fine to 
make the city rich. But still no- 
thing is done about the dog. The 
dogs are left to run the streets 
again 

And then the dog attacks and

In the case of my son. the dog 
warden didn't want to quaran- 
tine the dog at the humane socie- 
ty He said they were packed and 
it was very costly to keep them 
for ten days. He wanted to 
quarantine the dog at its home 
Knowing he had been out before 
over the dog getting loose We got 
nasty with the dog warden for 
fear he was going to leave the dog 
there And if it got loose my son 
would have to go through all 
those shots Or worse it would 
attack again 

We assured the dog warden 
that we would pay any and all 
costs regarding the dog Finally 


he agreed to take the dog. The 
owner of the dog also had four 
dogs, which is against Westland 
City Ordinance. But the owner 
was issued no ticket. Another ex- 
ample of not wanting to be 
bothered. 

And the owner of the dog 
wanted the dog back knowing 
what it had done to my child. He 
has three children of his own. 
And at that time there were 28 
children on this street under the 
age of 13. 

I live on a dead end street with 
12 houses. People just don’t care. 

Come to find out after my son 
was attacked, my neighbors had 
spoken up. The dog had bit and 
drew r blood on tw F o other children . 
And there w r as reports Filed. 

It took my son to be scared for 
life for something to be done. My 
son has six large zagged scars on 
the right side of his face I’m sure 
there are a lot of cases that are 
worse. And we have a lot to be 
greatful for. My son is alive! 

But my child never hurt any- 
one. And he did not deserve the 
pain and suffering he went 
through. 

I’m mad and I’m angry. I want 
something done about these dogs 
and I refuse to stop until someone 
listens to me. And until some- 
thing is done, I want to protect 
that next innocent child !

Poison Ivy -Love it or leave it

Ah. summer — the days of bar- 
becues and swimming pools; 
frisbees and softball ; insect bites 
and chemical dermatitis. 


Chemical dermatitis or der- 
matitis Venenata (thanks to der-’ 
matologists with Latin ances- 
tors) is a chemical inflammation 
of the skin which results from 
contact with any number of irri- 
tants either animal or vegetable. 
However, the most common irri- 
tant of skin in the summer 
months seems to be contact with 
either poison ivy, poison oak. or 
poison sumac. 

Since the inflammatory der- 
matitis of poison ivy, oak, and 
sumac result from touching the 
resin of the plant, you can im- 
agine that the areas which are 


infected worst are probably 
hands and forearms, but I will 
allow your imaginations to read 
between the lines to figure out 
some of the other areas of the 
body both mentionable and un- 
mentionable that are affected af- 
ter an affected patient begins 
touching parts of his or her body. 

(Remember that the symp- 
toms don t appear until after 12 
hours after contact with the resin 
because the reaction is basically 
a delayed hypersensitivity reac- 
tion which requires about 12 
hours to start ) 

Because dermatitis Venenata 


of the Rhus-Toxicodenderon 
(Rhus-Toxicodenderon is the 
specific inflammation that re- 
sults from contact with the resin 
of poison ivy. oak. or sumac) 
variety is caused by contact with 
an irritant, it is not a contagious 
disease and you need not stand 
more than 1 centimeter (Vi inch) 
from an inflicted patient, be- 
cause there is no chance that the 
“disease” will be spread to you. 

In case of poison sumac , in par- 
ticular, there seems to be a prop- 
ensity for the development of a 
lot of swelling around the eyes 
and face, giving the inflicted pa-

Not to worry — this 
like the other Rhus- 
Toxicodenderon dermatitis 
problems usually takes only ab- 
out 5-7 days to clear. 

The treatment involves the 
topical application of a steroid- 
like 1% hydracortisone cream 
and the simultaneous adminis- 
tration of oral steroids-like hyd- 
racortisone or Prednisone. 

Infrequently, there may be a 
superimposed bacterial infec- 
tion because of the constant 
itching and scratching of the tor- 
mented patient. However, this is 
uusualiy easily handled by the 
use of oral penicillin or similar 
drugs. 

The bottom line is “Poison Ivy 
— don’t love it and leave it 
alone”.

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A car-top 
boat unit 
is popular

Two thousand years from now a 
historian studying the dusty re- 
cords of 20th Century boat builders 
will come to the conclusion that we 
liked small boats. And it s true. 

The majority of the boats we use 
are 16 feet or less in length, and 
most of these are suitable for trans- 
porting atop a car. 

There’s a # good reason for our in- 
terest in car-top boats, for owning 
one brings a lot of advantages with 
it. Boating authorities say that the 
car-top boat is popular because it is 
inexpensive to buy and use, plus 
easy to transport and store. 

Car-top boats are light enough in 
weight to be easily loaded by two 
people, and there are some which 
can be handled by one person. A set 
of inexpensive roof carriers trans- 
ports the boat from home to water. 

A unique advantage of having a 
car-top boat is the ability to go on 
small streams and ponds which are 
not suitable for access by large trai- 
lered boats. No launching ramp is 
needed, and water depth is not a 
limiting factor. 

Storing a. car-top boat is simple. 
Lift it off the vehicle and place it on 
the ground . It s wise to put blocks of 
wood under the how and transom to 
keep the boat free of dirt, but no- 
thing else is needed.

“Built For Speed”

Well, as they say. better late 
than never. Especially when it 
comes to the Stray Cats, three 
native New Yorkers who single- 
handedly spearheaded a rock- 
abilly revival in England that’s 
been the rage for going on two 
years now.

It’s become obvious that anyone who hits the ol ’ shopping trail — be 
it grocery, fashion, home furnishings, gift oriented — he or she is 
looking for a bargain. I don’t hear anyone bragging about paying full 
price or taking a first estimate anymore ; instead the trend is to boast 
just a bit about “the buy” one finds, right? And it’s not just the 
economy causing this trend, I think it’s the plain, old-fashioned 
“smarts'* setting in! 

So for an opener this week, yours truly is gonna share a few cost- 
savers with you; things she and acquaintances have tried and found 
to be as good-or-better-than the marketed item 

A former advocate of commercial stain and spot removers, I’ve 
since gone to a mix-it-vourself pre-wash blend I found in a magazine 
and find it’s super — easy to put together and very effective Here s 
the simple formula: 

1 3 cup ammonia 
V 3 cup liquid detergent 
l / 3 cup water 

And it costs mere pennies compared to Brand A. 

IF YOU’RE A ranch dressing buff and missed clipping the recipe 
for a make-yourself version. I’m telling you. you're spending un- 
necessary big change for the little packages. This is really for those 
of you with a well-stocked herb and spice pantry, however, since 
purchasing all the ingredients without other uses for them can push 
up that cash register tape plenty But — it’s also a good way for you 
novice cooks to learn different ways to dress up foods other than with 
table salt. 

The following recipe is one I found a few moons ago and with which 
I improvised until I had it to our liking. And it’s not only great for 
green salads but between Lee at the Chamber and Lee at the Enter- 
prise. we’ve come up with several other uses: in sour cream or 
mayo-based dips; in cream cheese for stuffing celery; on fried or

Make up double or triple batches of the stuff and keep it cool and

2 teaspoons dried parsley flakes, crushed 

1 teaspoon garlic powder 
1 teaspoon black pepper 
Vi teaspoon onion powder 
l / 2 teaspoon dill weed 
1 teaspoon sugar 
1 teaspoon paprika 

To reconstitute: Combine 2 tablespoons mix with 2 cups mayon- 
naise and 2 cups milk: buttermilk if you have it on hand. Mix well. 
Chill. 

BY ALL MEANS, now that el sol is honoring us with his presence, 
make “Sun Tea” (or Solar Tea as the ecologists dub it.) Simply add, 
about six or eight teabags ( the strength you prefer ) to two quarts cold‘ 
water in a glass jar or pitcher, cover with a plastic bag or plastic 
wrap and set in the sun for four or five hours.

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Local horsemen sponsor dog-gone good show 


By ALYCE BROWN 
(Special to ANP) 

Since its inception in 1974, the 
Romulus Horseman s Association 
has h$ld approximately 90 meet- 
ings and hosted approximately 75 
guest speakers representing the 
horse industry. 

This month, however, the club 
has gone to the dogs— the dogs from 
K-9 Academy of New Boston. 

On Wednesday, June 16, 8 :30 p.m. 
at Ropiulus City Hall, the local 
horse group will host an obedience 
and guard dog demonstration pre- 
sented by Terry and Diane Shoen- 
bach, owners of the canine school, 
along with their head instructor 
Larry King. 

Although horses and dogs are 
strange bedfellows, they do have 
one common denominator— they 
both serve man . From the big bucks 
of horse racing to the protection dog 
in today’s violent society; there is 
an ever-increasing demand placed 
upon tjiese animals. 

To meet these demands with any 


degree of success requires the 
assistance of those specialized few 
who possess a thorough knowledge 
and understanding of, and a love 
for, the animals they train. Three 
such people are Terry and Diane 
Shoenbach and Larry King from 
K-9 Academy. 

Terry and Diane started their 
canine training school 12 years ago 
with Officer Larry King from the 
Van Buren Police Department join- 
ing them just 2 years later. They 
began with obedience and guard 
work and graduated into problem 
dogs, tracking dogs and the indepth 
training of police dogs. They are on 
call for various local police depart- 
ments for crowd control and track- 
ing use with their own dogs, and 
they are the only school in the area 
to function in this capacity. 

Once a dog has been trained for 
police work, his value is an im- 
measurable as that of the officer he 
rides with. “We would like to get 
more involved in this specialized 
field,” said Diane, “but a lot of 
departments aren’t ready for this 


yet . The police dog would still not be 
specifically what we train,” she 
added, “we train for the public, and 
we present a practical training 
program for all dogs and dog 
owners.” 

Before any dog and their handler 
can be enrolled into the training 
program, they must first undergo 
an evaluation session. “This is the 
most dangerous aspect of dog train- 
ing,” Terry commented, “we don't 
know the kind of training or disci- 
pline the dog has received at home 
and we are working with the raw 
product. 

On the other hand, guard dog 
class is the safest,” he added, “by 
the time the dogs and their handlers 
have reached that level, we have 
worked with them a minimum of 16 
weeks, and we know the strengths 
and weaknesses of both and have a 
pretty good idea of what we are 
working with.” 

Obedience training consists of be- 
ginning and advanced levels with 
just under 50 percent of those 
graduates going on to guard class. 


The dogs going on to this class 
should have a good steady temper- 
ment and must weigh at least 50 lbs. 
“All dogs are capable of being a 
bark and growl dog. but maybe not 
a man-stopping dog.” said Diane. 

“Toy Poodles can learn guard 
training and look just as effective as 
a larger dog. but pound wise they 
aren't as effective.” She continued, 
“the best guard dogs in class are the 
dogs that come in totally and com- 
pletely friendly. The aggression is 
then put into them and its used to 
your advantage not to the dog’s 
advantage. Its used like a light 
switch— you turn it on when you 
need it and its off at all other 
times.” 

Before and after all their demon- 
strations, the audience, which often 
consists of elementary school age 
youngsters, is welcomed to pet their 
guard dogs. “During the 12 years 
we've done this, we've never had an 
incident,” said Diane. Although 
these demonstrations dazzle the au- 
dience, they are aimed at educating 
the public to the dos and don’ts of

HURON TOWNSHIP BOARD 

SPECIAL MEETING 
June 3, 1982 

The Special Meeting of the Huron Township Board was called to order at 8:00 
P.M by Supervisor Sullivarr. Roy Raker led the pledge of allegiance. 

Roll Call: Ashby. Bates. Carey, Gamber, Geierman. Puskar and Sullivan- 
all present. 

Also in attendance were Jerry R. Jarrett, Township Consulting Engineer and 
Richard G. James, Township Attorney. 

The purpose of the meeting was to hear the presentation of John Layman. 
President of Lyon Development Co.. Division of Browning. Ferris Industries 
fon a development project for a landfill site located between 1-275 and the 
railroad tracks on Sibley Road. Also appearing with Mr. Layman were Yeyer , 
Tised & Hindo — Hydrogeologists Ben Tised and Keith Swaffar ; Bill Keenan. 
Vice President of Browning Ferris Industries of Michigan, and Hull Consult- 
ing Engineers John Hull and David Gerdeman. 

There were approximately 100 interested Township residents in attendance. 
Mr. Sullivan explained that this was NOT aPublic Hearing. He asked that any 
questions be held until the end of the presentation and then submitted in 
writing so that the questions would receive full answers. 

Mr. Layman and his associates explained that they have options on about 105 
acres of land and that they had done test borings to determine IF the site is 
suitable for a landfill He explained that IF tests prove positive and a permit is 
issued by the Wayne County Board of Health and the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources, the landfill would be designed, built and operated under 
the restrictions of P. A. 641 . He explained the criteria that the site would have 
to have to be considered for a permit Their tests have indicated that this 
would be an excellent location for a landfill — from their standpoint He stated 
that their “tests’’ have indicated that this property would qualify for a hazar- 
dous waste site BUT they don t deal in that type of landfill! 

Mr. Layman said that IF their plans work out and the site is developed 
accordingly, the landfill would be in operation approximately 10-12 years. 
That at the conclusion of the project, they would donate the land back to the 
Township for a dollar. Mr Sullivan stated that this Township has enough 
parks and recreation area (4000 acres of H C M. A ) and that he didn’t think 
WE would be interested in getting this land donated to the Township Mr 
Layman explained the benefits’’ that Huron Township would derive from 
this type of project: FREE dumping privileges for ALL township residents 
and/or the contractor who picks up the trash They would build a ‘dumping 
station’ ’ on site for the use of Township residents They would pay an Annual 
Permit Fee” to the Township, property taxes on a million dollar development . 
etc. They would develop the site in two phases and the actual dumping site 
would be at least 400 north of Sibley Road 

There w ould be three (3) monitoring wells to be used for testing ground waters 
to be sure that there is no leachate filtering, There would be an 8’ berm around 
the site and it would be landscaped. There would be a fence around the entire 
project with entry only from Sibley Road, west of 1-275 There would be an 
“office" at the entry gate The “landfill hole" would be 40’ deep with a 
leachate collection system installed at the bottom 

They would post a $500,000 surety bond to assure that the site is stabilized and 
NOT a health hazard for five (5) years after completion Every days fill 
would be covered with soil to help to prevent formation of gases and leachate, 
etc. Thev w r ould be dealing ONLY with residential and industrial dry solids 
no liquids or chemicals They are going to file an application next week for a 
Class II Landfill — feeling that this is a natural" site for it 
The hydrogeological testing found that there are several feet of sandy type 
soils on the top of approximately 75’ of clay over rock The landfill site w ould 
be operated by “trained personnel" who would provide daily coverage by 
bulldozers and the use of heavy compactors. There would be blacktop roads 
on the site and the entire site would be landscaped The Wayne County Board 
of Health has done a “preliminary inspection" of the proposed site, but their 
findings were not reported Mr Layman stated that he presently operates 
three other landfills in Erie Twp . Lyon Twp and Marshall. Mich 
Any landfill site proposed w ithin 10.000 feet of a jet runway must be review ed 
bv the Resource Recovery Committee 

Mr Layman and his Associates answered numerous questions from the audi- 
ence and members of the Tow nship Board The majority of Board members 
stated that they are NOT in favor of this proposal and w ould take any all legal 
steps available to stop the project. 

The audience was informed that PRIOR to any work being done on this 
project the MDNR and the Wavne County Health Department would have to 
issue anv permits required under P A 641 then the developer would have to 
appear before the Huron Township Zoning Board of Appeals the Huron 
Tow nship Planning Commission and the Wayne County Solid Waste Disposal 
Committee There will be numerous public hearings on the proposal, but the 
Michigan Department of Natural Resources has the FINAL say on w hether or 
not a permit is issued The Township does not have much control over the 
permits, however, the operation of the landfill IF permits are issued would be 
under local jurisdiction
